Cottonseed production in Texas 
took giantlike strides in October, 
vaulting 67 per cent above crush- 
ings in September. The University 
of Texas Bureau Research reveal­ 
ed this week in a release to The 
Herald. 
Gins and mills all over the State 
were buzzing as Texas’ bumper crop 
started rollintr. The United States 
Departm ent of Agriculture antici­ 
pated the biggest Texas cotton crop 
of 3.250.000 bales, pointing to con­ 
tinued rigor in mill and gin ac­ 
tivity. 
Rvceipts of cottonseed at the mills 
shot upward 76 per cent during the 
m onth to double year-ago Octob r 
receipts. Stocks on hand at the 
end of the m onth were twice as 
1 large as 
September’s stocks and 
more than doubled their October 
1946 mark. 
Despite the imposing S^ptember- 
to-October rise in production and 
the fact th at receipts have doubled 
each m onth since July, the Bu­ 
reau’s season ally-adjusted index of 
cottonseed crushings reached only 
78, slightly m ore than three-fourths 
of pre-war (1935-39) production to­ 


tals.

Full, efficient use of pastures and 
roughages in the Hamlin section is 
cited by livestock specialists as the 
key to high production of meat and 
milk in spite of the scarcity of 
feed grain this season. 


Temporary and permanent pas- 
grown roughages and protein con­ 
centrates, can supply a large pro­ 
portion of the feed requirements 
of livestock. Pastures also aid soil 
conservation and, in many cases, 
provide additional feed 
and 
in­ 
come from grain and roughage har­ 
vested after the grazing season. 


Proper rates of stocking, mowing 
of unpalatable weeds, use of barn­ 
yard manure and fertilizers where 
adapted, and selection of livestock 
that can make the mast profitable 
use of grazing are practices that 
help to make pastures of maximum 
value. 
Grazing animals need dry rough­ 
age, obtained from hay, cotton­ 
seed hulls, bundle feed, straw or 
stalk fields. Keeping dry roughages 
available increases the value of graz­ 
ing and livestock efficiency. Live­ 
stock on good pasture will often 
eat coarse, unpalatable roughage, 
thereby saving grazing; but the use- 


recommended this season to save 
grain, may be obtained on good 
pasture if yearlings and older cattle 
receive all of the roughage they 
will eat and four to six pounds, 
daily per head, of cottonseed meal 
or cake. 


Creep-feeding 
of calves Is es­ 
pecially desirable this season to save 
grain while securing* rapid, economi­ 
cal sains. Creep-fed calves may re­ 
ceive cottonseed cake in a self- 
feeder, or be hand-fed one to three 
pounds daily, the amount depend­ 
ing on the age of calf, the amount 
of milk received from the cow, and 
the condition of available grazing.

By Texas Women 
Into Real Profit 


Many Texas farm women have 
turned a hobby into a profitable 
business, says Miss Myrtle Murray, 
extension specialist in home market­ 
ing for Texas A. Sz M. College.

Bishop, Route I, Temple, in Bell 1 
County. Mrs. Bishop started selling 
canned chicken in 1932; for the 
first ten years she averaged 2000 
cans of chicken a year, and the 
number has steadily increased since 
then. Mrs. Bishop formerly raised 
her own chickens for canning, but 
as the demand grew, she began buy­ 
ing the chickens from poultry men 
and centered her business on the 
canning end of the business. 
Mrs. Bishop is proud to say that 
3500 cans of her chicken were sent 
overseas; there is only one com- 
p aint from the customers and that 
is that there is not enough canned 
chicken for everyone. 
In the Grit community in Mason 
County, Mrs. W. L. Landry and 
Mrs. Eric Bogusch are in the frail 
cake business. Their average sales 
have been 5000 pounds per yeai 
during the past several years. Judg­ 
ing by the orders coming in this 
year, the sales will equal those In 
the past years. During the war the 
demand was for cakes baked in 
cans to be sent overseas to boys 
in the service; more recently, how­ 
ever, the trend has changed to pan 
baked cakes.

Cottonseed production 
in Texas 
took giantlike strides in October, 
vaulting 67 per cent above crush* 
ings in Septem ber. T he U niversity 
of Texas B ureau R esearch reveal­ 
ed this week in a releast' to T he 
Herald. 
G ins and m ills all over the S tate j 
were buzzing as T exas’ bum per crop i 
.'tarted rolling. T he U nited States 
D epartm ent, of A griculture an tici­ 
pated th e biggest Texas cotton crop 
of 3,250.000 bales, pointing to con­ 
tinued vigor in m ill and gin a c ­ 
tivity. 
Receipts of cottonseed at the mills 
shot upw ard 76 per cent during the 
m outh to double year-ago O ctober 
receipts. Stocks on hand 
at 
the 
end of the m onth were twice as 
large as 
S eptem ber’s 
stocks 
and 
more th an doubled th e ir O ctober 
1946 m ark. 
Despite the im posing £>p:cm ber- 
to-O ctober rise in production and 
the fact th a t receipts have doubled 
each m onth since July, the B u­ 
reau ’s seasonally-adjusted index of 
cottonseed crushings reached only 


78, slightly m ore th a n th ree-fo u rth s 
of pre-w ar (1935-39) production to ­ 


tals.

Full, efficient use of pastures and 
roughages in the Hamlin section is 
cit cd by livestock specialists as the 
key to high production of meat and 
milk in spite 
of the scarcity of 
feed grain this season. 


Temporary and permanent pas- 
grown roughages and protein con­ 
een* rates, can supply a large pro­ 
portion of the feed requirements 
of livestock. Pastures also aid soil 
conservation and, in many cases, 
provide 
additional 
feed 
and 
in­ 
comp from grain and roughage har- 
ve ted after the grazing season. 


Proper rates of stocking, mowing 
of unpalatable weeds, use of barn­ 
yard manure and fertilizers w'here 
adapted, and selection of livestock 
that can make the mast profitable 
use of grazing are practices that 
help to make pastures of maximum 
value. 
Grazing animals need d.*y rough­ 
age, 
obtained 
from 
hay, 
cotton­ 
seed hulls, bundlp feed, straw or 
stalk fields. 
Keeping dry roughages 
available increases the value of graz­ 
ing and livestock efficiency. Live­ 
stock on good pasture will often 
eat coarse, unpalatable 
roughage, 
thereby saving grazing; but the use­ 
fulness of such rausha es usually 


recommended this season to save 
grain, may be obtained 
on good 
pasture if yearlings and older cattle 
receive all of the roughage they 
will eat and four to six pounds, 
daily per head, of cottonseed meal 
or cake.

Hobbies Turned 
By Texas Women

Many Texas farm women have 
turned a hobby into a profitable 
business, says Miss Myrtle Murray, 
extension specialist in home market­ 
ing for Texas A. & M. College.

County. Mrs. Bishop started selling 
canned 
chicken in 1932; for

first ten years she averaged 2000

then. Mrs. Bishop formerly raised 
her own chickens for canning, but 
as the demand grew, she began buy­ 
ing the chickens from poulrtrymen 
and centered her business on the 
canning end of the business. 
Mrs. Bishop is proud to say that 
3500 cans of her chicken were sent 
overseas; there is only one com- 
p aint from the customers and that 
is (that there la not enough canned 
chicken for everyone. 
In the Grit community in Mason 
County, Mrs. W. L. Landry and 
Mrs. Erie Bogusch are in the fruit 
cake business. Their average sales 
have been 5000 pounds per yeai 
during the past several years. Judg­ 
ing by the orders coming in this 
year, the sales will equal those in 
the past years.

Prices for cotton advanced dur­ 
ing the week with spot markets 
seasonally active, according to th® 
Department of Agriculture’s weekly 
report to The Herald. Farmers were 
reported to be selling more freely. 
Inquiries in the spot markets in­ 
creased and shippers and merchants 
wert offering in larder volume. 
Mills continued to buy cotton at 
advancing prices. Demand for tex­ 
tile? continued with higher prices 
quoted for most constructions. The 
parity price as of mid-November 
reached a new high of 30.01 cents 
and the farm price for cotton we 
31 87 cents per pound. The sug­ 
gested cotton acreage goal Is 32 
million acres, three per cent hgiher 
than the 1947 acreage. 
Weather was generally favorable 
during the week. Picking and gin­ 
ning was making fair progress In 
the eastern sections of the belt. 
Good progress was reported in the 
southwest and far west. 
“"Prices 
for 
middling 
15-16 inch 
cotton in the IO spot markets aver­ 
aged 35.70 cents per pound Thurs­ 
day, December 4, as compared with 
35.48 cents on Wednesday, Novem­ 
ber 26. and with 30.95 cents on the 
corresponding Thursday of last year. 
Prices 
were 
irregular 
throughout 
most of the belt. 
Margin requirements on the New 
York 
Cotton 
Exchange 
were In­ 
creased effective Monday, Decem­ 
ber I, for all transactions above the 
34-cent 
level. 
For 
example, 
the 
margin at price levels of 34.01 to 35 
cents, inclusive, was raised to $30 
per bale, an Increase of $5 per bale. 
For each similar increase of a one- 
cent range in price an additional 
$5 per bale will be required. 
Reported sales in the IO spot mar 
kets totaled 293,500 bales for the 
week as compared with 297,500 bales 
last week and 175,500 a year ago. 
Inquiries for cotton in spot markets 
were very numerous with a relative­ 
ly large volume of sales reported In 
most cases. 
Farmers were selling 
current ginnings more freely on the 
advancing 
prices. 
Offerings 
by 
merchants and shippers increased 
particularly of the lower qualities. 
Mills continued to buy cotton with 
the demand principally for strict low 
middling and better of the medium 
and longer lengths for both prompt 
and forward delivery. 
The demand 
for textile goods continued strong 
with prices inching upward on most 
constructions. 
Registered sales un­ 
der the export program for this 


season through November 28 totaled 
288,800 bales. 
Registrations for the 
week ended November 28 were <0.900 
bales as compared with 31.600 for 
the previous week. 
Parity price of cotton as of mid- 
November was 30.01 certs per pound 
for middling % -inch, according to 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econom­ 
ics. 
This Is a new record high and 
compares with parity of 29 64 as of 
mid-October and with 26.29 cents 
as of mid-November, 1946. The cur. 
rent parity equivalent for middling

low current spot prices in the IO 
markets and about four cents above 
the average loan rate applicable t< 
the 1947 crop. 
The index of prices

of 242 in November. This compares 
with 239 in October and 212 in 
November, 1946. 
The increase in parity was caused 
by higher prices for most commodi­ 
ties included In the Index, particu­ 
larly for automobiles, trucks, equip­ 
ment and farm supplies. 
Prices re­ 
ceived by farmers for cotton as of 
mid-November averaged 31.87 cents 
per pound as compared with 30.65 
in mid-October and with 29.23 In 
November, 1946. 
The farm price 
was 106 per cent of parity in No- 
cember as compared with 
103 in 
October and 111 in November last 
year.
